MURDERS IN GALWAY 
DONEGAL. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

Neil McGonagle, Donegal, who was charged 
with the murder of Bella Gallagher, was 
found to be insane atid incapable of pleading, 
and was ordered to be detained during the 
pleasure of the Governor-General. 

On the 16th April, 1922, it was stated, 
the accused, who lived in a remote part of 
Donegal, armed with a hatchet, ran into a 
neighbour's house, crying out, “Is there 
anyone here I can kill?” There were a num- 
ber of people in the kitchen, and, forgetting 
that Bella Gallagher, who was 80 years of 
age and bedridden, was upstairs, they ran 
out, leaving her alone. When the people re- 
turned they found that, the oid woman had 
been murdered. 


KILLED HIS MOTCIER. 

Patrick Welby, Galway, a middle-aged 
man of the labouring class, who was charged 
with the murder of his mother on the 14th 
March, 1922, was also ordéred to be detained 
during the pleasure of the Governor-Geénera). 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., who prosecuted for the 
State, said that the prisonepy lived with his 
mother, a woman of 60 years of age, of whom 
he was very fond. He was insane at the time 
of the crime, but since he had been arrested

The prisoner then went to the kitchen 
window, where .he fired two shots, and his 
father and mother, who were in the kitchen, 
had to take refuge behind the furniture. He 
broke into the house again, pursued his father 
and attempted to fire at him, but, fortunately, 
the revolver again jammed. The prisoner 
then ran away. 

Evidence bearing. out counsel's statement 

was given by accused's father. 
_ The accused, giving evidence, said that he 
had been in the Free State Army, and that 
when his services were no longer required 
he went to surrender his revolver, but was 
told by the officer in charge to keep it, be- 
cause he had received threatening letters 
owing to having served the State. 

When he -heard that his father had 
‘broken ” his will, he went to him when 
he was in his bedroom to ask him for some 
money. His father rushed at him, but wit- 
ness did not use the revolver; it was only 
when his father threw something out of the 
kitchen window at him that he fired two 
shots in the air. He never intended to jn- 
ju.e his father.

ACTION. AGAINST LIPTONS, 
LIMITED. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) | 
In the action brought by Frank Maguire, 
of Bullock Castle, Dalkey, against Liptons, 


Lid., an application was made on behalf of 
the plaintiff for an order for discovery of 
documents, and a cross-application for a 


similar order was made on behalf of the de-’ 
fendant company. 

In the statement of claim it was stated 
that, prior to the formation of the defendant 
company, the plaintiff was employed as sales- 
inan and branch manager, and entered into 
the defendants’ employment on their incor- 
poration in 1898. In 1892 he was sent by 
the firm of Thomas J. Lipton to Clones to 
manage a buying depdt for the firm, and re- 
‘mained in charge of it from 1898 till Mareh, 
1925. About the year 1008 the title and de- 
scription of the dépat was changed to the 
Irish Produce Company, but the dépét re- 
mained under the control and formed part of 
the business of the defendants. In 1917 the 
defendants floated the dépét as a limited 
company, and incorporated it under the Com- 
panies Acts.

The Six Counties. 

The King’s Speech, which was read at 
the opening of the Northern Parliament 
in Belfast yesterday, outlines what Sir 
James Craig described as “a markedly 
modest and non-contentious’’ programme. 
Very wisely, the Northern Government 
has decided to reduce its legislative 
activity to a bare minimum, and to con- 
centrate its energies on the pressing} 
problems of trade and unemployment. 
The situation is sufficiently: serious. The 
Prime Minister announced yesterday that 
the number of unemployed in the Six 
Counties on March Ist was no fewer than 
61,594, and that this figure represented a 
decrease of nearly 3,000 on the number 
which was registered at the beginning -of 
the present year. Fortunately, as a 
corgilary of the London Agreement, an 
arrangement has been made between the 
Northern Ministry and the 
British Treasury whereby the Northern 
Unemployment Fund will be maintained

on a position of parity with the fund in 
Great Britain. At present the Northern 
Fund is over £3,600,000 in debt, but by 
means of a grant of £680,000 from the 
British Treasury the Northern Govern- 
ment will be able to square its accounts 
up to the end of the present month. There- 
after Britain will pay. a yearly sum, 
which, it is estimated, will average £875,000 
for. a further period of four years. 
As the position improves, the grants -will 
diminish; and, in theory, Northern Ire- 
land may be required to contribute to. the 
British Fund if the pendulum should 
happen to swing round in her favour. 
In practice, however, nothing of the kind 
is likely to occur, and the Northern tax- 
payer is assured of considerable relief for 
the next four years. .

hope. The little State can settle down 
now to its task of reconstruction, and, 1° 
the people adopt their Premier’s slogan of 
“less talk and more work,” they may 
be able to triumph over their many 
difficulties. The Government has com- 
mitted itself to a policy of rigorous 
economy. The whole Civil Service is 
about to be overhauled by Sir Russell 
Scott, the British Government's . Chief

During recent weeks the statesmanlike 
policy of M. de Jouyenel seeméd to be 
making excellent progress, and there were 
good - prospects that the leaders of the 
Druse and Moslem insurgents might be 
.persuaded to lay down their arms. The 
negotiations for peace are—or were—being 
conducted by Colonel Catroux, who had 
been on friendly terms with the Druses 
before the days of General Sarrail’s un- 
fortunate administration. Matters were 
going so well that attacks on Damascus 
had been suspended, and there was con- 
fident discussion of the conditions on 
which .settlement would be arranged. It 
was reported, on Monday, from Haifa that 
the Sultan Pasha el-Atrash, having sur- 
rendered unconditionally, would take an 
allowance and would go into comfortable 
exile, and that other leaders, who had 
been found guilty of various offences, 
would receive an amnesty. After the 
surrender of the rebels the French 
authorities proposed to suppress certain 
bands of Moslem raiders and then, by 
pacific ‘government, to clear the way for 
the holding of elections and the establish- 
ment of a constitution.

The scheme which is now being 
canvassed—with the support of the Secre- 
tary for War and the Governor of New 
York—would permit large ocean-going 
ships to sail from the Atlantic right 
through Western America to the Lakes, 
so that Chicago, capital of the Middle 
West, would become, in effect, an ocean 
port. Over £100,000,000 would be the 
initial cost of the undertaking, and 
annual maintenance charges would amount 
to several million pounds. The New York 
Correspondent of The Times renorts that 
a consultation of engineers. has been 
called by the Secretary for War to 
deliberate von the scheme.

GOVERNOR OUTLINES THESESSION’S WORK 


The King’s Speech, which was read by the 
(iovernor (the Duke of Abercorn) in the 
Senate Chamber, where the members of both 
Houses had assembled, was in the following 
terms :— 7 

MEMBERS OF THE SENATE AND OF THE 

House or COMMONS : 

I am deeply gratified at the satisfactory 
arrangement reached with the British Govern- 
ment in regard to the future of the Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Fund. Following upon the 
procedure in the Imperial Parliament a bill 
will be laid before you to give full effect io 
the agreement at an early date. 

It is a matter of profound regret that I am 
not yet able to comment more favourably on 
the question of unemployment, though I am 
gind to note that there have recently ap- 
peared some slight indications of an improve- 
ment in the volume of work generally, and I 
learn with ‘pleasure that advantage continues 
to be taken of facilities afforded under the 
loans Guarantee Acts. Every practicable 
step will be adopted to assist industry by 
means of these Acts and by grants to local 
authorities and public bodies in necessitous 
areas to carry out works of permanent public 
utility. The measures which my Government 


ave taking in co-operation with the trade to 


stimulate a demand for linen goods will neces- 
sarily require time to achieve their full object. 
Bills will be submitted to you dealing with 
National Health and Unemployment Insur- 
ance, and for the purpose of securing authority 
to extend for a further period of one year the 
provisions of the Loans Guarantee Acts. 


WIDOWS’ PENSIONS.

The programme outlined by the Governor, 
he said, was modest and ‘non-contentious.

THE CHIEF DIFFICULTIES. 

‘Our difficulties during the past five vears 
have been of three separate and distinct 
Categories, First, vis-a-vis Southern Treland.

Broadly speak- 
ing, I am happy to say, with regard to all 
three, that we are now in a position to rule 
the books, and with a balanced Budget and 
& clean slate to face with Ulster grit and 
setermination whatever fate has in store 
or us,”’ a 

THE “ SPECIALS.” ' 

The Premier went on to pay a tribute 
the work of the “A”' and “C”' sections of 
the Special Constabulary—sections which 
have been disbanded. Regarding the “B” 
fection, he said that the Government was 
putting inte force an arrangement which 
should fully meet the requirements of the 
Province in times of peace. 

‘The Government feels that it would be

derry’s successor in the same broad spirit 


every reasonable facility for meeting the 
competition of life in every sphere. 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 

Referring to -nemployment, Sir James 
Craig said that “ the live. register on 4th 
January was 64,448, and on Ist Marc! 
61,594, showing a decrease of 2,854, or a fa 
in unemployment of 1.1 per cent. since the 
beginning of the year. The position to-day 
was really better than these figures indicated, 
owing to the fact that the lst March fell in a 
week during which the majority of workers 
on systematic short time systems were off 
work. 

“The continued uncertainty in the linen 
and shipbuilding industry makes it unwise, 
indeed impossible, to speculate as to what 
‘The present year has in store for us; but I 
can reiterate with emphasis the determination 
of the Government to assist in every practic- 
able manner those who, by the unkind turn 
of the wheel of fortune, find themselves 
numbered among the unemployed. 

“ Faced for years by a wholly unpre- 
cedented situation, it is a great comfort to 
know that at long last, through the efforts of 
my right hon. friends, the Minister of 
Finance and the Minister ‘of Labour, ably 
fortified by their respéctive technical staffs, 
an agreement has been entered into with the 
British Government, rectifying a miscalcula- 
tion which occurred when the Unenp-oyment 
Fund wes split between the two. countries. 
We would have preferred a ‘ merger’ of the 
funds, but, failing that, the present scheme 
goes a very long way towards the end which 
that would have ensured. . 

“We were asking nothing but bare justice. 
We were dealing entirely with our own 
money. Events had demonstrated that the 
fund in Great Britian had been placed upon 
an unfairly favourable basis as compared to 
ourselves. That is now rectified and not a 
day too soon.”’ 

“ T have to admit that the solution of that 
crucial question had materially eased the 
anxiety of the Government. It was a dread- 
ful thought to carry always wtih one that 
Ulster, having emerged from the other 
many difficulties which surrounded her, and 
having vindicated her determination to re- 
main part and parcel of Great Britain and 
the Empire, might find herself so hampered 
financially that she could not carry on as a 
definite subordinate unit. 

“In that connection the Ulster people 
must, have listened to, or read with, par- 
ticular pleasure and comfort the recent 
statement by Mr. Winston Churchill, whom 
we may accept as a tynical, though particu- 
ler1wv brilliant British Cabinet Minister. He 
said :— 

“T have declared arain and again that 
neither by threats or violence or by intricue. 
nor yet by unfsir economic pressnre, shall 
the people of Ulster be compelled against 
their wish to sever the ties which bind them 
to the United Kingdom, or be fo , mnless 
by their own free will and unfettered choice, 
io join another sevstem of government.” — 

“ We have always fought for that position, 
and now, having won it, let us nerve our- 
selves to make the very best of our bettered 
circumstances.”

After a discussion lasting close on eleven 
hours, the Republican Extraordinary Ard 
Fheis adjourned last night without reach- 
ing a decision on the question: “That, 
once the admission oaths of the twenty-six 
county and six-county Assemblies are re- 
moved, it becomes a matter, not of prin- 
ciple, but of policy, whether Republican

OPINION DIVIDED. 


No official statement was issued at the close 
of vesterday’s proceedings, but it was stated 
that the debate on Mr. de Valera’s motion 
was conducted ‘‘in the most harmonious 
spirit,” and that ‘‘ there were no recrimina- 
tions,” ‘‘nor any trace of bitterness,” as 
seemed to have been anticipated. So far as 
can be ascertained, the general feeling of the 
conference was that no action should be taken 
that would prejudice the ‘‘ unity and soli- 
darity ” of the Republican movement, but 
apart from that delegates felt that it was de- 
sirable that once and for all the question 
raised by their leader should be decided. 

Opinion, it is stated, was fairly evenly 
divided on the issue, but there is reason to 
believe that, despite the opposition of Miss 
MacSwiney, the Rev. Michael O’Flanagan, 
"Sceilg ” (Mr. J. J. O'Kelly), and others, 
Mr. de Valera may carry his*motion. Much, 
however, depends on the turn which the de- 
liberations will take this morning when: the 
conference resumes.

- SETTLED TO-DAY.

ENNISKILLEN, Tuesday. 

After a discussion which lasted over two 
hours, a convention of Fermanagh Nationalists 
held at Enniskillen to-day decided in favour 
of a continuatign of the policy of abstention 
on the part of the Nationalist members of the

Tierney, P.P., V.G., presided, 
and there were seventy-three delegates pre- 
sent, including Mr. Cahir Healy, M.P., and 
Mr. John McHugh, M.P., and over twenty 
clergymen. :

When 
the’ question was Ie to the convention, a 
majority oí the delegates, including most, of 
the clergy, voted against any change in the 
present policy. 

The decision of to-day’s convention is not 
the final round in the matter. A joint 
meeting of delegates from Tyrone and Fer- 
maileál will be held at Omagh to-morrow, 
when the question will be thoroughly thrashed 
out and a definite decision reached. The 
delegates from each county will hold separate 
meetings at Omagh, after which the joint 
conference will take place. 

I understand that, although the Enniskillen 
conference has decided against entry to the 
Northern House of Commons, the delegates 
will loyally abide by the decision of the joint 
conference at Omagh. If this meeting should 
arrive at an agreement and instruct the mem- 
bers to take their seats, the members will 
obey without further discussion.

ABOUR criticism and Ministerial 

praise of Northern Ireland were the 
features of last night’s discussions in the 
House of Commons. The occasions of 
debate were the second reading o£ the 
Unemployment Insurance: (Northern Ire- 
land Agreement) Bill, and the presenta- 
tion of an estimate of £1,200,000 in 
Committee of Supply by way of grant- 
in-aid as final contribution towards the 
expenses of the Royal Ulster Con- 
stabulary. 

In the case of the Constabulary, the 


grant a loan, and in ‘that of the Un- 
employment Insurance the Labour Party’s 
amendment refused assent to the bill, on 
the ground that 4t would establish “ an 
unfair differentiation ” in the methods of 
dealing with the deficits in the insurance 
funds of Great. Britain, and Northern 
Ireland. 

Mr. Churchill paid a ‘glowing tribute 
to the Northern Ministry’s achievements, 
and argued that its re-establishment of 
order and tranquillity was well worth the 
grant. 

Both Labour amendments were rejected, 
and the House approved the grant-in-aid 
and passed the second reading of the 
Insurance Bill. ~ 


THE GREAT CHANGE. 


CHANCELLOR’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Churchill reminded the House that in 
July last he stated most clearly that they 
proposed to make a further winding up grant 
of £1,200,000 to Northern Ireland in respect 
of her debts. Ih addition, he proposed to 
wipe out the book entries of £700,000 for 
arms and equipment supplied to Northern 
Ireland. Continuing, he said that he told 
the House then that we would provide that 
money in the shape of this sum of £1,200,000. 
We provided for this purpose last year the 
sumyof £1,250,000, and a larger sum during 
the previous year, whilst altogether we had 
provided over £5,000,000. . 

The Committee were well aware of the 
reasons which justified that expenditure. The 
work which we had achieved in Northern 
Ireland in restoring order was a truly adh 
mirable work. When one considered what 
the conditions were in Belfast in 1921-22, 
when scores of murders were taking place, 
and horrible tragedies were. being enacted, 
when whole streets were swept by bullets 
night and day, and large masses of troops 
were continually in occupation of different 
parts of the city; when one considered the 
conditions which prevailed on the borders, 
and the raids: which were made from Southern 
Ireland into Ulster territory; ‘the repeated 
affrays of a sanguinary character which took 
place along the border, and the general state 
of unrest and suspense and anxiety, in which 
the whole population of Northern Ireland were 
dwelling—when one considered all that, it 
was, indeed, a subject for immense self- 
congratulation, and for the  congratu- 
lation of those responsible, that 
we should now have a thoroughly well 
ordered community, with practically complete 
immunity from crimes of violence, where, as 
a Judge at the Assizes, the other day, noted, 
there were no homicides at. all in the bills 
which were presented to him. 


CONCLUSION OF A SERIES. 

_ When they had got to a condition of affairs 
in which both Protestants and Catholics were 
going about their business in a free and 
peaceful manner in the streets of a city 
where, only four years ago, most shocking 
conditions prevailed, this expenditure which 
we had incurred was as well justified as any 
money which had ever been spent by the 
British nation. 

This £1,200,000 would conclude a series of 
payments which had been made for a period 
without intermission since 1920. The Northern 
lrish Government, faced with the. discon- 
tinuance of any assistance of this kind, had 
not hesitated to take prompt and drastic 
action in the reduction of their police force. 
rhe “-B Specials’? had been disbanded, and 
only a mere skeleton organisation had been 
retained, and the ‘‘A Specials’’ had been 
completely disbanded. The Northern Govern- 
ment, under the extreme financial pressure of 
the time, acted with great firmness. The 
men returned to a proper sense of their duty 
and the difficulty was completely surmounted, 
without at any time assuming proportions 
which caused anxiety or embarrassment to 
the Imperial Government. 


| A CONSUMMATION. 

This was the final payment by the Imperial 
Parliament to help in the consummation of a 
policy which had led Ireland through immense 
changes, for which the Imperial Parliament 
had ever borne, and must for ever bear, the 
main responsibility, He hoped that the Bill 
would not be the occasion of an outpouring 
of hatred for the Ulster Government and the 
people of Northern Ireland. They had passed 
through most tragic conditions, and were now 
emerging into better and calmer times. 

The British Government would have been 
confronted with a demand for £2,500,000 in 
support of Northern Ireland and their 
olice force but for the fact that the 
3oundary question had been __ settled. 
The blessed and auspicicus- concurrence of 
opinion which enabled that dispute to be 
settled enabled an immediate reduction to be 
made in the demand pressed on the British 
Exchequer, and he agreed, with Sir James 
Craig, to pay this final sum of £1,200,000. He 
asked the Committee to assent to this. It 
was a sum of money which, however much 
they regretted expenditure, had been, in his 
opinion, an essential contribution to a policy 
which, however it might have been viewed 
by this or that party at: the time, would, by 
future generations, be'regatded as of general 
and lasting advantage. to the British Empire. 
(Ministerial. cheers. ) 


MR. SNOWDEN’S VIEWS. 
A QUESTION OF DATES. 


Mr. Snowden said that every member of the 
House would share the feeling of pleastire ex- 
pressed by the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
at the fact that things were assuming a more 
oma condition in Northern Ireland. . He 
failed, however, to appreciate what Vearing 
this had on the proposal before the House. 
He asserted that the Government promised 
the £1,200,000 to Northern Ireland at a time 
when there was very little prospect of a 
settlement of the boundary question, and little 
likelihood that the Government of Northern 
jreland would be able to disband the Special 
Constabulary. The Government was propos- 
ing to vote the expenditure for the whole 
year, though Northern Ireland had the ex- 
pense of the Special Constabulary only up to 
September. 

Mr. Churchill (interposing)—When does the 
right hon. gentleman suggest that any under- 
taking was given to pay the £1,200,000—this 
rear? 

a Mr. Snowden—-The Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer stated that it was given a year ago. . 

Mr. Churchil]—It was not a year ago, it 
was in the month .of July. 

Mr. Snowden—At the time when the right 


.hon. gentleman made that statement, the 


boundary question had been settled; there- 
fore, there could be no such expectation on 
the part of the Government of Northern Ire- 
land. 

Mr. Churchill—I did not say the figure. 
At that time, whenever the boundary question 
was settled in July, after going into the 
whole matter, I told Sir James Craig I would 
go into the question of expense in twelve 
months’ time. 

Mr. Snowden—What are we to understand?’ 
Mr. Churchill—December; it was not July. 
Mr. Snowden—Really, what are we to 
understand?

~ COLLISION. 


FOURTKEN PERSONS 
~ INJURED. 

MOTOR 'BUS IN A CITY 

BANK.

A remarkable street collision, in which 
fourteen casualties were caused, took place 
in one ‘of Glasgow's busiest thoroughfares 
yesterday afternoon, when a motor "bus, after 
colliding with a motor car, mounted the 
pavement and buried itself in the premises 
of a city bank. bc i 
Coming through the Whiteinch district, and 
making , Be the city, the 'bus was well laden 
with passengers. Approaching James's street 
the driver of the "bus observed a light car 
suddenly turning into a side street, but his 
endeavour to avoid an accident was un- 
successful, 
The heavy ‘bus, first of all, bumped into 
the car, and thereafter skidded on to the 
pavement. The ‘bus struck the masonry of 
the branch office of the Glasgow Savings 
Bank at the corner of James’s street. The 
large plate glass windows were smashed to 
pieces, and the vehicle came to rest partly 
inside the bank. 
The passengers in the "bus were thrown 
about in-an amazing fashion. Several were 
pitched through. the. bus windows and found 
themselves inside the bank, and others were 
iled on top of one another in a corner, sus- 
aining severe bruising and cuts. 
When the ambulance nien and police ex- 
tricated the unfortunate travellers it was 
found that almost all had sustained injuries. 


THE INJURED. 

After first aid nad been rendered, twelve 
were conveyed to the Western Infirmary, nine 
being permitted to go home after attention 
there: The three detained were—Eliza Mait- 
land (54), of Dumbarton road, fractures of 
both arms and head injuries; James Linn,, 
the conductor, Aitchison street, Airdrie, cut 
-head and hands, severe bruises; George Mac- 
farlane (27), the driver, Kennedy Drive, 
Airdrie, severe head injuries. Macfarlane, 
whose condition is critical, is the owner of 
the “bus. 

The vehicle was completely wrecked, the 
radiator, bonnet and top being torn away. 
The front of the building was also badly 
damaged, the framework of the windows 
being shattered. 


WORKMAN'S TELEPHONE CALL. 
Some passengers had remarkable escapes. 
John M‘Carrol, a ship’s furnisher, who was 
seated near the front of the 'bus, was hurled 
through the side, and catapulted into the 
bank. He found himself on a broad ledge 
near a telephone. As he was not seriously 
hurt, and the bank being closed, he took. off 
the receiver and telephoned his place of busi- 
ness that he had been in an accident and 
would be late. 

Inquiry at the Infirmary yesterday evening 
elicited the information that Macfarlane was 


dangerously ill.

SEATS. 


SIMPLIFYING THE 
ISSUES, 

->--— 

From “ Tue Times” Corresponpent. 


GENEVA, Tuesday. 

Wile outwardly the position here is one of 
standstill, quiet progress is, in fact, being 
made towards the solution of the problem of 
permanent seats on the Council. One or two 
obstacles remain, but the issues are being 
simplified. Sir Austen Chamberlain went 
over to the Metropole to see the German dele- 
gates this evening. The visit was apparently 
one of courtesy, but opportunity was; no 
doubt, taken to covcr a good deal of ground 
ina general way, and it was arranged to have 
another meeting of the Locarno Powers to- 
morrow, and to continue the discussion begun 
in the Beau Rivage on Sunday. 

The idea, which is making headway, and 
which is credited to the British delegation, 
is that the Council should invite the Assembly 
to appoint a Commission to examine the 
whole question of a constitution of the Coun- 
cil, and to make a report before the ordinary 
general session. The Council would then make 
its recommendations on the report, and 
transfer the whole matter to the Assembly 
for final settlement in September. This plan 
presupposes the election of Germany alone at 
the present session. I understand that the 
German delegation has no objection to this 
scheme, but refuses to bind itself as to what 
it may or may not do in regard to certain of 
the candidates that may result from it. 

[he prospect of general acceptance for ¢he 
British proposal has been helped by one of the 
present candidates. Mr. Chu, the representa- 
tive of China, to-day made the public an- 
nouncement that he would withdraw his claim 
entirely, provided that all the other claimants, 
except Germany, did the same. I. am also in- 
formed that China will willingly adhere to 
the proposal to appoint a Commission and 
abide by its findings. This excellent example 
set by China has, unfortunately, not so far 
been followed. ‘The claims of Spain, Brazil 
and Poland are still being canvassed with un- 
remitting energy.

M. BRIAND AGAIN. 


PREMIER. 
FEW CHANGES. 


RETURNING TO 
GENEVA. 


BRIAND, yielding to strong 
e pressure, yesterday re-assumed the 
Premiership of France, and just before 
midnight he left the Quai d’Orsay to 
report to President Doumergue on the 
results of his efforts to form his ninth 
Cabinet. His negotiations will not be 
concluded until to-day, but with a view to 
reorganising his Cabinet in as short a time 
as possible, decided to make only slight 
changes in the personnel of the late 
Ministry. 

As regards the question of a majority 
in the Chamber in support of M. Briand’s 
new Cabinet, a large number of the 221 
deputies who voted for the Government in 
the crucial division Jast Saturday met 
yesterday afternoon and decided to con- 
stitute a permanent majority, that would 
probably be joined by those who abstained 
from voting in the division. 

M. Briand hopes to return to Geneva 
this evening or to-morrow, so that he can 
attend the discussions before Dr. Luther 
leaves on Friday. é 

His chief difficulty was to find a 
Finance Minister. During the past 18 
months MM. Clemental, de Monzie, 
Caillaux, Painlevé, and Doumer have all 
gone down, capsizing the Cabinet in tl.eir 
wake. 

At first it was thought (says Reuter’s 
Correspondent) that M. Caillaux would be 
called upon to succeed M. Doumer as 
Minister of Finance, but at midnight it 
was stated that M. Peret had accepted 
the office. 

Before M. Briand accepted the task of 
Cabinet-making, M. Herriot visited the 
President, and, after an interview of 
three-quarters of an hour, declined to take 
office. In a statement he said :— 

“The President of the Republic has 
asked me to form a Cabinet, but, while 
pointing out to him that in the present 
crisis [was not shrinking from the respon- 
sibility, 1 repeated what I had previously 
had the honour to tell him at the begin- 
ning of the crisis—namely, that, in view 
of the situation at Geneva, it was highly 
desirable in the interests of France that 
the task should be -entrusted to M.

. FREE STATE FINANCE. 
LETTER FROM MR. HENRY KERNEY. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISII TIMES. 

Sm,—We are still in the post-révolutionary 
stage; and we know from the modern history 
of @ther countries ‘that, after a violent 
political transformation, -such as occurred 
here only four years ago, there usually follows 
a period, more or less prolonged, of financial 
abnormality, fumbling, graft, waste and ex- 
ceptional borrowing. The Free State has 
not ve emerged from that stage, for the 
simplefreason that we are no better, if no 
worse, than the. rest, As 
other countries, when similarly situated, the 
Free State is indulging in uncherked ex- 
travagance. Unlike any other State, how- 
ever, we are trying to compensate that 
extravagance by means of “ over-taxation.”’ 
(unprecedented in the case of any modern 
State), thereby crushing our main industry, 
‘deterring private enterprise, and, worst of 
all, inflicting an unnecessary increase of 
privation and suffering on the poorer classes, 
who form the bulk of the community. Such 
folly can only be explained, in my humble 
opinion, by either lack ,of vision or lack of 
moral courage. ; 

How have other States compensated the 
orgy of expenditure which is the usual and 
immediate ¢onsequence of modern political 
revolution? Occasionally they have de- 
fraud

neral pyactice, they. have, through — over- 

rafts on the State bank, created what is

Under present conditions it is absurd to 
attempt to apply here the normal budgetary 
methods of Great Britain, such as balancing 
current expenditure with ordinary revenue. 
Our level to-day is more like that of 
nineteenth century Greece or Bulgaria, and 
we cannot move ahead more rapidly than 
those small nations have done (when not 
hindered by external trouble), because we 
are not their superiors as regards the general 
average of patriotism or of political and 
general education. We cannot, apparently, 
do better than follow the bóna example 
of other States when tiding over the difficult 
post-revolutionary period :in which we now 
find ourselves. 
shun ‘‘ over-taxation,’’ using instead, as a 
stop-gap, the nn debt, with a series of 
compensating public loans, I have mentioned 
the kan States. Let me add that, in the 
case of Denmark, so often and rightly cited 


.as a model in other respects, a very large 


share of her national debt represents the 
funding of a series of deficits resulting from 
defective financial administration and ex 
travagance during an earlier period. i 

We can, and ought to, suppress ‘ over- 
taxation’ right away, but it will, at least, 
take us some years to compress expenditure 
to within approximately normal proportions. 
It would seem high time, however, to evolve 
some general plan for this ‘atter purpose, to 
be applied and spread out. over a series of 
years, with a view to the eventual reduction 
of expenditure to approximately normal. Un- 
less expenditure be thus reduced within a 
definite period, we shall havé a chronic 
deficit. That would imply the eventual 
pawning of our Customs revenue or the 
dilapidation of our national’ patrimony 
through the sale to foreigners of valuable 
monopolistic concessions. or both; and it is 
‘well ta remember in this connection that 
international financiers are ever on the look- 
out for bargains, with a special eye to young 
or unsophisticated States.—Yonrs, etc.,

COMPULSORY IRISH. 

TO THE EDITOR OF TILE IRISH TEMES, | 

Six,—Your correspondent “ Pro Patria”’ 
fears that the policy of the present Free 
State Government, of cempelling what they 
choose to call the " teaching of Irish ” in 
the schéols dependent on Government funds, 
will cause a disraption in the Free State. 
It will cause, not a disruption, but a revolt. 
The jdea in forcing the “ Irish language ”’ 
programme on the schools is. perfectly well 
understood. The only class who will really 
suffer, if. it is persisted in, are the children 
whose days of instruction in educational sub- 
jects begin and end in the elementary 
national schools, and they, in the estimation 
of our rulers, do not count. If there was 
any real intention or hope to make “' Irish ”’ 
the language of the State, it would be made 
the language of the law; but there is not 
even an elementary attempt to do this. The 
Government in this business is speaking and 
acting with its tongue in its cheek. There 
is, it knows, no possible spoken Trish lan- 
guage to-day. What in Acts of the Vireachtas, 
and in notices and orders issued by 
public departments passes for Irish, has 
about as much relation to classic Gaelic of 
any period as the Yiddish of Jewish dwellers 
in 'cities to-day has to the Hebrew of the 
Great Prophets. : 

Failing a real spirit of good-will on both 
sides, no political union between the Six 
Counties and the Free Stateis possible. How- 
ever much it may be longed for by those who 
love their country or who merely see in 
union the only hope of prosperity, the place- 
holders and place-hunters, North and South, 
desire things to remain as they are, and are 
more ready to set up barriers than to see 
those that exist removed. The ‘‘language’’ 
is a strong bar to union. If it could succeed, 
it would make union impossible. It has 
already furnished an excuse for breaking a 
bond, which, as the /rish Times some weeks

In a Belfast newspaper yesterday there 
appeared the programme for the State open- 
ing of the Northern Parliament.

Messrs. Higgins and Sons’ statements (1) 
and (2) are approximately correct. (ó) The 
number of men employed in a flour mill (ex- 
clusive of cartage, clerical ang selling staffs) 
is from three to four per sack per hour, ac- 
cording to size of mill. This represents one 
man for each 1,500 to 2,000 sacks per annum. 
The amount of flour imported annually into 
the Saorstdt is (according to Messrs. Higgins’s 
figures) approximately 1,500,000 sacks per 
annum, which would represent, therefore, 
employment of between 800 and 1,000 men. 

(4) Messrs. Higgins are basing a definite 
increase in the pric®@sef bread on an amount 
of duty which is notNstated. We do not 
agree that a very high tariff. on imported 
flour would have to be imposed. My. Associa- 
tion has not suggested more than 3s. 6d. per 
sack. Our view is that the price of Irish- 
milled flour would not increase to the extent 
of this duty. Possibly it would not increase 
at all, as the reduction of overhead expenses 
per sack, due to running full time, would 
enable keener competition amongst Irish 
millers themselves.

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FREE STATE STAMPS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISIL TIMES. 

Sik,-—Postage stamps are very important 
things ; they go to every country, and convey 
an impression of the characteristics of the 
nation. Our stamps exemplity our art aud 
individuality in the eyes of ali, and they are 
the only visible representatives of our 
national culture to millions throughout the 
world. The Post Office asked for designs 
early in 1922, and later invited the members 
ot the Irish Philatelic Society to review the 


| designs. submitted and make suggestions as 


tu which were the best among them. I re- 
member that the sword of light design was 
unanunously placed in the first class on its 
own merits, being artistic, characteristic and 
well suited to a stamp. Many fine designs 
presented for inspection were quite unsuit- 
able for making a good-iooking stamp. It 
was unanimously rejected, however, Gules 
it was the general feeling of those present 
that the sword would not be recognised 
abroad as a symbol of learaing or anything 
of the kind, but that it would give an en- 
tively wrong and undesirable impression. 
They were right, and I have often had to 
tell friends in other countries that that is 
not a Jethal weapon enveloped in flame, and 
that no brandishing in triumph or threat is 
intended. That stamp is daplorable. 

The map stamp is not. artistic—few map 
stamps are. It is badly balanced, and the 
arch ruins it completely. We can produce 
better stuff than that at Kildare street and 
elsewhere, and it is a pity to disseminate 
these crude penny, three-halfpenny and two- 
penny stamps all over the five Continents. 
The Celtic cross and the arms designs are 
very good for stamps. The 3d. blue and 4d. 
grey are two stamps which rank high among 
the current stamps of the world, and just 
show what can be done. I think that in- 


scriptions on all the stamps should be in both 


languages. It is quite possible, and, in fact, 
there are many bilingual issues of postage 
stamps, and some very successful designs 
among them.—Yours, etc., 
Atsert Le Brocevy.

PRISON FOR THEFT FROM 
RELIEF APPLICANT. 


(BEFORE MR. COLLINS.) 

The protest of a certain section of the 
unemployed against the distribution of food 
tickets as rehef at the Dublin Union led 
to the appearance in the dock of James 
Fry, Summerhill, on a charge of stealing 
from James Murphy, 106 Marlborough street, 
an unemployed organ-grinder, a food voucher 
of 7s, 6d, value.

IRISH WEEK.

BROADCAST LECTURE IN 
DUBLIN. 

The third of Mr. J. L. ‘Fawsitt’s lectures 
on ‘‘ The Industrial Revival ” was broadcast 
from the Dublin Broadcasting Station last 
night. The title was ‘* Irish Week.’’ 

Having explained the object of Irish Week, 
which will begin on Saturday next, thé lec. 
turer said that the Dublin and Cork Indus- 
trial —_—ee Associations, in support of 
their appeal for the practical observance of 
the Week by the people, pointed out that 
united action of this kind on the part of the 
producer, distributor and consumer is, at the 


| present juncture in our national affairs, of 


really grave and urgent importance. We can- 
not shut our eyes to the lamentable fact of 
trade depression. But though the calamity 
appears to be world-wide, we cannot absolve 
ourselves wholly from national responsibility 
for the extent and direction of the local de- 
pression. 

We have now, the lecturer proceeded, en- 
dured five years of falling trade—the longest 
period in the ‘previous twenty-five years dur- 
ing which there has been a time of depression 
without a check. - 

Speaking of the national wages bill, Mi. 
Fawsitt stated that, of the £60,000,000 worth 
of imported goods ‘which are consumed. in the 
country every year, at least £24,000,000 re- 
present the value of competing goods unneces- 
sarily imported. Of this amount, on a very 
conservative calculation, at least £8,000,000 
goes in wages to foreign workmen. If that 
£8,000,000 were paid in additional wages to 
workers in this country, its effects would be 
far-reaching. Practically the whole of that 
large amount would be circulated for food, 
clothing, rent, fuel and rates, by way of re- 
tailers, bankers, wholesalers, marpfacturers, 
and house property owners. But since the 
goods represented in the figures quoted are of 
imported origin and manufacture, not one 
penny of the £8,000,000 wages referred to is 
paid to an Irish workman, nor does any of :t 
find its way into the pockets of amy of the 
different classes of our countrymen. It is the 
total amount of the national wage bill which 
most affects the state of the internal economy 
of the nation.
